Delegates  to  be  Housed  at  Center 

Reconstruction  work  has  been  going  well  at  the  National  h-H  Center.  It  will 
not  be  completed  but  has  progressed  far  enough  that  we  can  plan  to  house, 
feed,  and  conference  the  delegates  and  approximately  2h  leaders  at  the  Center# 
The  Raleigh  Hotel  will  continue  to  be  the  official  conference  headquarters 
and  the  majority  of  the  leaders  will  have  rooms  there# 

Through  earlier  correspondence  each  State  indicated  the  leaders  who  would 
prefer  to  give  major  attention  to  the  Leaders1  Conference  and  those  who 
could  assist  with  the  delegates'  conference.  On  the  basis  of  this  informa- 
tion, plus  committee  assignments  and  regional  representation,  we  have  selected 
2h  leaders  to  be  housed  at  the  Center.  It  is  expected  that  some  of  these 
persons  will  assist  with  the  general  supervision  of  the  total  group  of 
delegates.  See  attached  list# 

Please  consider  this  as  an  optional  assignment.  Any  leader  is  free  to  live 
at  the  Raleigh  Hotel  if  he  prefers  to  do  so.  In  such  cases,  leaders  will 
make  their  own  reservations  with  the  Raleigh  and  advise  Mylo  S.  Downey.  We 
recommend  that  all  leaders  and  friends  of  h-U  planning  to  stay  at  the  hotel 
make  reservations  immediately#  A form  is  enclosed  to  facilitate  making 
hotel  reservations.  We  are  including  a list  of  leaders  expected  to  attend 
the  conference.  You  may  want  to  arrange  to  share  a room  at  the  Raleigh 
with  a friend# 
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Conference  Costs 


There  will  be  some  variation  in  conference  costs  as  compared  to  last  year* 
The  total  cost  for  delegates  will  be  less  than  1958,  while  the  cost  for 
leaders  housed  at  the  hotel  may  be  slightly  higher,  The  charges  are  as 
follows: 


Individual  registration  - $ 2li,80 

(To  be  paid  by  all  leaders  and  delegates) 

Meals  - delegates  (per  person)  19-20 

Lodging  - delegates  (per  person)  21*00 

Total  cost  per  delegate  $ 6j?.00 


Leaders  living  at  the  Center  will  pay  ^61*50,  which  is  comparable  to  the 
above,  less  lunches  on  June  15,  16,  18  and  19* 

Le ader s living  at  the  hotel  will  pajr  $30®25,  which  includes  the  basic 
registration  fee  of  $2lw8o',  plus  $5»U5  covering  the  costs  of  dinner  on 
June  lij.,  16,  17  and  20*
